Company Running Between 
20 and 25 Heads and 
Balance Being Pumped 


Irrigation w ater supplied by the 
Santa Ana V alley irrigation com­ 
pany today w as being distributed 
at the highest price in the 50 year 
history of the organization, and 
this despite the fact that rains of 
this winter w ere heavier than for 
last year and some of the previous 
years. 
According to Ozro Mansur, sec­ 
retary of the company, the direc­ 
tors have directed the establish­ 
ment of a price of $1.20 an 
hour 
for one 
hundred 
miners 
inches 
of water, or, in the vernacular of 
Irrigationists, a head. 
The company never before has 
charged more than $1 an hour for 
the service. 
Mansur explained the 
advanced price has been set to 
create a fund to meet a possible 
emergency for work that must be 
done 
on 
the 
river 
before 
next 
winter to protect the company's 
pumping plants. 
Pointing out that 
the 
plants 
were threatened by the flood w at­ 
ers the past w inter and that they 
might go out should heavy rains 
prevail next winter, the secretary 
said 
that 
the 
directors 
antici­ 
pated the expenditure of $15,000 
to $20,000 in protection work. 
Discussing further t1 e cause for 
the increased rate, 
' Vnsur 
said 
that to m eet the hea y summer 
demand it has been necessary to 
call 
on 
the 
owners 
o* 
private 
plants for supplies and .‘hat the 
private owners have been paid $2 
an hour for a head, while the 
company has been reselling at $1 
a head. 
The secretary said that a heavy 
demand has 
been made on 
the 
company, due to the fact the land 
owners have discovered that w at­ 
ers from the heavy rains did not 
penetrate the soil as deeply as it 
w as believed during the rainy sea­ 
son they would. 
"Ranchers 
did 
not irrigate as 
heavily in the winter months as 
they usually do, because of their 
belief that the winter rains were 
sufficient,” Mansur said. 
"It has 
developed that the water ran off 
instead of soaking into the ground, 
and the result has been that the 
early summer demand is heavier 
than usual.” 
The company is 
now 
running 
between 20 and 25 heads in its 
ditches, of which approximately 12 
heads are gravity water. 
The bal­ 
ance is being pumped.

BERLIN, July 8.—As long

there is a republic in Germany, 
former Kaiser Wilhelm II won’t 
return to his 
native 
land, 
even 
though all legal restrictions bar­ 
ring him be removed. 
This opin­ 
ion was expressed by Lieutenant- 
General von Cramon in the course 
of the public discussion over ex 
tending the defense of the republic 
act.

SAME OLD PROBLEM 


Orange county has its own problem; the same 
one, by the way, which has demanded attention 
since the age in which Noah took thought as to how 
best to secure protection against floods. 
And it may be that in the work of providing 
flood protection Orange county would do well to 
avail itsel. of the knowledge on that subject mani­ 
fested by the work of Li Ping, a Chinese engineer 
of 2000 years ago, whose plan for control of the 
Min river 
in Szechwan province, does the work 
even unto this day. 
The crux of Li Ming’s plan was expressed by "Dig 
the bed deep, keep the banks low.” In other words, 
the idea was that a flood raised the river’s bed, and 
control by banks o- levees simply meant higher and 
higher artificial banks. 
The Yellow river, "China’s 
Sorrow,” for instance, was not treated by Li-Ping, 
and in many places its bed is now 50 or 60 feet 
above the level of the plain. 
The unwisdom of the flood protection system in 
vogue in the Mississippi valley is now plainly ap­ 
parent, and it is stated, upon reliable authority, that 
the federal government and valley states have spent 
the huge sum of $20,000,000 on levees and other 
controls of the Mississippi. 
The manifest departure from old Ll Ping’s plan 
of work is demonstrated by the fact that the river 
has been lifted 15 or 20 feet above the city of 
New Orleans. 
Moreover, as sediment raises the 
bed of the river, decreasing the rate of flow of 
floods, the backing up of the waters must inundate 
larger and larger territory. 
It is not a moment too early for our Orange 
county people to give attention to flood protection 
and matters appurtenant thereto,

Every class of income tax has been reduced in the 
last few- years except th a t Imposed on the corpora- 
tioas. 
Business partnerships and individual firm s 
have been benefited by reductions, but the corpora­ 
tion income tax is practically as heavy now as it 
w as five years ago. 
Not m any people realize th at every incorporated 
company, under the present law pays 13 per cent 
of its net income to Uncle Bam 
in 
income 
tax. 
Compared with all other taxpayers, this is a gross 
and unfair discrim ination against every incorporated 
busbies firm w hether large or small. 
This heavy taxation is a distinct burden upon 
business and contributes in no sm all degree to keep 
up the price of commodities. 
The m anufacturer 
and the m erchant have to take It into consideration 
in m aking prices a t w’hlch to sell their goods and 
the consum er, in the great m ajority of cases, pays 
It w ith added percentages on it to cover overhead 
expense. 
A reduction in this form of tax Is long 
overdue and would have an im portant bearing upon 
the coat of living. 
W e believe the rate m ight fairly 
be rdeuced to 8 per cent and still produce as m uch 
re . enue as the governm ent will require. 
Such a re ­ 
duction would certainly stim ulate business and be 
benefit to the whole country. 
W e are glad Congressm an Tilson realizes the fa ir­ 
ness of reducing this tax. 
No other action by Con­ 
gress w’ould have a more beneficial effect upon the 
general prosperity than a radical reduction In the 
income tax ra te on corporations.

The American who complains of his lot in life is taking a nar­ 
row and unwarranted view of conditions in this land as compared 
with the status of other lands. 
President Coolidge gave emphasis 
to this thought in a very striking way in addressing a group of 
South Dakota legislators and their wives, who visited him at his 
summer White House in the Black Hills. 
Mr. Coolidge, in his few 
words, gave his countrymen an expression of a broader, finer, more 
comprehensive spirit of optimism, and a true conception of what 
the American Flag means. 
A few sentences from the impromptu 
talk by the president are quoted herewith, as expressive of the 
healthy wholesome confidence and courage which are typical of 
Americans: 
Here in South Dakota, as in Vermont, we are under the same 
Flag and let me leave this thought with you: Anyone who has an 
occupation, or, as they say on the street, a job, no matter whether 
in industry, agriculture, or commerce, that person may be assured 
that he has the best occupation or job of anyone on earth. 
That 
is what the American Flag means. 
Of course, it is natural that 
we want to better our condition. 
That is the American ideal. 
It 
is also well to remember that wherever we are in America we are 
in a station better than anywhere else on earth. 
This is not braggadocio, or vain boasting. 
It is just a sane, 
sensible appreciation of America and its opportunities at their full 
and true worth. 
When Americans sit down and intelligently take 
stock, they realize the superiorities of this land over any and every 
other land in its opportunities and its resources. 
This should in­ 
spire confidence, hopefulness and courage, to strive on for bet­ 
terments, but all the while content and assured that America does 
not suffer in comparison with any nation or people under the sun. 


Worth While Verse 


There is no good reason why the United States 
should not enter into such a treaty with France as 
the French government proposed two months ago, 
outlawing war so far as these two nations are con­ 
cerned. 
France is ready; the United States gov­ 
ernment is said to he friendly to the proposal; the 
public in both countries would doubtless welcome it; 
the French parliament and the United States con­ 
gress might he expected to ratify it. 
Not that there is any danger of war between 
America and France. 
But many thoughtful Ameri­ 
cans believe that such a treaty would be a big con­ 
tribution to world peace, because it would he in the 
spirit of Locarno, continuing and extending the fa­ 
mous treaties by which Germany, France, Great 
Britain and Italy agreed to keep peace among them­ 
selves. 
It has been the fashion among some Americans 
to scoff at the Locarno compact. 
But no Jess an 
authority than former Chief Justice John H. Clarke, 
familiar with international law and keenly interested 
in ail peace efforts, declares thai Locarno represents 
the high water mark of civilized diplomacy, going 
far beyond the League of Nations, for which he has 
great respect. 
Those four European powers have hound them­ 
selves by interwoven obligations, Britain and Italy 
agreeing to go to the aid of either Germany or 
France if one is attacked by the other. 
In the 
present esse there would be no such complication. 
It would be s direct, simple agreement by which 
America and France would tell each other and the

W hen the heart Is affected so greatly th a t the 
person cannot keep up his usual activities, the en­ 
tire body will be found to be in an exhausted con­ 
dition. 
Dr. Fred M. Sm ith points out 
th at 
the 
proper 
procedure under such circum stances is to provide 
a diet th at will not Impose an excessive load on 
the circulation of blood, but will a t the sam e time 
give sufficient nourishm ent for the ordinary activ i­ 
ties. 
In an attem pt to determ ine the best possible diet 
for persons w ith h eart failure, It was found that 
milk and carbohydrates or sugar substances should 
form the m ajor portion of such a diet. 
A simple 
diet that was developed included 44 gram s of pro­ 
tein, HO gram s of fa t and 222 gram s of carbohy­ 
drates, and heat energy value of 2100 calories. 
Most 
of the diet consisted of milk, cream , 
butter, 
eggs, 
vegetable purees, cooked cereals and fru it juices. 
These things w ere given in sm all am ounts. 
Frequently when the heart falls there is a ten ­ 
dency for w ater from the blood to accum ulate In 
the tissues. 
U nder such circum stances the am ount 
of liquid taken In Is lim ited to about three pints a 
day, and the am ount of salt Is reduced to a m ini­ 
mum. 
If It is found th a t the person gets along well 
on this beginning diet, Jelly, salt-free crackers, toast 
and stick candy m ay be added to the diet on the 
third or fourth day. 
On the eighth day, lf the p a ­ 
tient still continues satisfactorily, pureed fru its and 
pureed vegetables are added to the diet. 
The diet 
Is kept soft in order to ald digestion, ainee p ra cti­ 
cally all of the patients are constantly in bed, and 
It is only as they are improved th a t th e energy 
value and the nature of the food are changed. 
P atents who have failing hearts are put to bed at 
absolute rest. 
If necessary, drugs 
are 
used 
to 
strengthen the heart beat, to ald the action of the 
bowels and to promote sleep. 
The proper use of 
remedies in such conditions Is an indication of ths 
manner in which medical science uses every pos­ 
sible advantage provided by chemistry, physics and 
pharmacology to give tbs patient a chance to re­ 
cover from his disease. 
U lster proper treatment by diet, the excess of fluid 
is controlled so that water does not accum ulate in 
the tissues and ths person Is provided w ith suf­ 
ficient energy to give his own assistance toward his 
recovery.

No, Mr. A m erican C ity Dweller, 
and h is cousin Mr. F arm Tiller, 
a s well, has outgrow n E uclid.

he ie w ell-acquainted w ith H enry 
Ford. 
W hen he gets his hands on the 
steerin g w heel and his foot on 
th e g as he peers through a w ind­ 
shield Into & world of th e fourth 
dim ension th a t Euclid would never 
d are to explore w ith h is o ld -fash ­ 
ioned notions. 
In that world of speed he Is 
changing his notions about what 
to be done around town.

“F irst,” she said, “we give him a 
show er and a rub-dow n, then an 
orange In one hand for the vita­ 
mines, a bunch of spinach in the 
other for th e m ineral salts, teach 
him to run a Ford, and then take 
him In and introduce him to his 
m other.”

shall have served the coming gen­ 
eration. 
T hrough 
babyhood and 
into the playground and the kin­ 
dergarten, the city m ust provide. 
The schools m ust be improved, and 
there m ust be b etter teachers bet­ 
ter paid. 
The thicker, w ider, longer pave­ 
m ents m ust 
be built, and 
kept 
clean, too, and as the m otor car 
shortens 
the 
distances 
between 
neighbors, It lengthens by an equal 
degree the num ber of sew er and 
w ater pipes the city m ust lay and 
pay for. 
(Old Euclid refuses to 
be u tterly c ast out.) 
Mr. A m erican City Dweller who 
thinks tho tim e has come to out 
taxes back dow n to w here they 
w'ere in the Good Old Days had 
better drive slowly tonight 
(for 
if we go back to those good old 
days the city can ’t afford traffic 
lights and traffic cops) and walk 
out to the little garden by the 
garage and look deeply into the 
crystal gaging globe. 
H e will find 
th at 
since 
his 
fath er 
sold 
the 
store and w ent into th e bank, that 
since the su rrey gave way to the 
flivver, th a t since things have hap­ 
pened as they have our civic geom ­ 
etry—all

changed.
